Answering the court-martial of- 
ficer’s charge that aviators were or- 
dered to fly unnecessarily under ex- 
tra hazardous conditions, the army, 
through Captain R. G. Rath, reserve 
officer and Los Angeles broker, told 
Mitchell's jurors that Mitchell, dur-

“night sortie with disastrous results.

Washington, December 9.—Two 
powerful organizations labored Wed- 
nesday to change the Volstead law. 
One sought to strengthen it; the other 
to weaken it. 

While dry leaders of the board of 
temperance, prohibition and _ public 
morals sat in all-day session consid- 
ering means of checking the leaks in 
the law, wet congressmen took steps 
to organize the most powerful modifi- 
cation bloc which has been formed 
since the Volstead law was passed. 

Representative John Philip Hill, 
Maryland republican, announced that 
an unofficial house committee of 60 
wet representatives would meet within 
a few days to start the long-looked for 
attack upon the dry law. 

“Conditions are infinitely more fa- 
vorable to modification ‘-.is year than 
ever before,” Hill told the United 
News. “Some sort of modification is 
inevitable, and I believe that the time 
is fast approaching when it will be 
effected. 

“There has been the greatest pos- 
sible change in the attitude of con- 
gressmen during the last few months. 
During the sixty-seventh congress, a 
great many wouldn’t recognize the 
possibility of modification. During the 
sixty-eighth, mere became convinced. 

“At the present time there is a 
very generally prevalent feeling 


among those in the house that modi- 
rtly.”’

Washington, December 9,.—(4)— 
Government expenditures for the fiscal 
year 1927 were estimated at $3,896,- 
207,921 in budget figures submitted 
to congress today by President Cool- 
idge, who declared that the minimum 
cost of running the government had 
about been reached. 

The estimate represented an in- 
crease of $160,083,326 over the funds 
appropriated for the current fiscal 
year, and the executive suggested that 
the normal expansion of a growing 
nation would henceforth involve added 
expenditures to keep the government’s 
machinery in motion. Despite the in- 
crease in the total cstimates, the 
budget figures showed an anticipated 
surplus for 1927 of $330,307,000 and 
an estimated :urplus of $262,041,756 
for the current year. 

Given Increases. 

While estimates for most of the 
government agencies disclosed about 
as many decreases as increases, com- 
pared with current appropriations, 
‘namericatfy, the postoffice departihent | 
and the veterans’ bureau were given, 
important increase: in the aniounts 
which congress is asked to appropri- 
ate for them. The postal service was 
estimated to require $103,808,148 
more than it had this year, while the 
veterans bureau was accorded an in- 
crease of $53,265,060. Much of the 
added burden for the postoffice depart- 
ment was attributed to the pay roll 
increase, while growing requirements 
under the soldier bonus law forced the 


increase for the —o bureau.

Washington, December 9.—Majority 
and minority members of the federal 
trade commission, after a year of bit- 
ter wrangling, carried their contro- 
versy into the annual report of the 
commission. 

Commissioners Nugent and Thomp- 
son, minority members, declined to ap- 
prove the report, claiming they were 
not permitted to incorporate in it 
their reasons for opposing recent 
changes in policies, rules and proced- 
ure of the commission. 

“We dissent,” they said, “for the 
further reason that we have been de- 
nied the right to incorporate in the 
report the reasons why we dissent to 
the action of the commission in ap- 
proving the report in its present 
form.” 

The issue which found the majority 
and the minority most widely diver- 
gent wag the declination of the ma- 
jority members to proceed with sen- 
ate directed investigations. Explain- 
ing their attitude, the majority 
blamed congress, declaring that the ap- 
propriations act limited the commis- 
sion’s power to proceed with some of 
the investigations ordered. 

The senate directed inquiries into 
the wealth, debt and taxation of the 
country ; bread and flour, electric pow- 
er and tobacco trade associations and 


cooperative organizations. The in- 
quiries into electric power and tobacco 
were the only ones not discontinued. 
The report discloses, however, that 
the commission disposed of 1,671 of 
the 1.857 preliminary inquiries before 
it. During the year, the commission 
was called upon to handle 3,162 sepa- 
rate legal matters relating mostly to 
unfair competition in foreign and

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What I'Am Up Against in Texas 
By MIRIAM A. FERGUSON, Governor of Texas 


(In the fourth article of the series giving her side of the battle against 
impeachment, the woman governor of Texas defends her par- 
don record. She declares that she is thankful for the 
opportunity of extending mercy and roundly at- 

tacks clergymen who have criticised her.) , 


IV—The OPPOSITION TO MY 
PARDON RECORD. : 


Austin, Texts, December 9.—They 
would impeach me in Texas because 
I have been merciful. 

They go around howling that I am 
a go the prisons. 

challenge them, as I have chal- 
lenged them before, to show an in- 
stance in which a pardon has not been 
granted because I wish to show mer- 
cy. And they answer me with one 
shout: “Numbers.” ' 

I should pres explain at the 
first’ that succeeded a governor 
whose pardon policy had been very 
stringent. In four years in the gov- 
ernor’s office, Mr. Neff issued 199 
pardons. He abolished the pardon 
board, 

It was thus that I inherit.a large 
number of, convicts whose’ records 
were clear, who had been in prison 
ae years, who were old, friendless, 
sick. 

It is my belief that a prison is not 
for the purpose of exacting a pound 
of flesh or demanding an eye for an 
eve. When a man has made an honest 
effort to reform, I think the state 
should recognize such an effort, should 
encourage such men, should make 
some reward. 

We have a bunch of people down 
here in Texas who have been as 
maudlin over convicts as only poli- 
ticians can get. They have raved 
over conditions in the pénitentiary— 
and conditions are bad enough, it is 
true. But these men rave over the 
conditions—for column after column 
in the newspapers. Their ravings go 
for nothing more than talk and for 
the expenditure of state funds for in- 
vestigations that get nowhere. They 
whoop and wail over the poor tuber- 
cular prisoners. ; 

Then when I come along and par- 
don some of these tuberculars that 
they might go home to die with their 
own people, I was faced with a bitter 
vituperative opposition. 

have found scores of convicts in 
the prison, forgotten by the world. 
old and weary, victims of long terms 
for small sins—and I have given them 
a chance to go out in the world and 
earn an honest living once more. 

They charge me with “wholesale 
pardons,” and my answer is that each 
man in the prison. is an individual 
case. They charge me with wishing to 
build up votes for future campaigns. 
And I answer: 

With the courts of “justice” in. the 
state of Texas, where the blindfolded 
goddess often manages to slip off the 
handkerchief long enough to cast one 
eve on the defendant’s pocketbook. it 
has been my observation that the rich 
man’s case hangs on and on until the 
courts forget him—but the poor devil 
after the lawyers get through with 
him, is so stony broke that the price 
of three meals looks like a million- 
aire’s bank roll—and poor men have 
no political influence, particularly 
poor men who are also ex-convicts! 


No Influence. 


My worst enemies have never 
charged that I have ever gotten one 
penny from a pargoned convict and 
as for political influence, I doubt if 
there are five men, either among those 
pardoned or those yet in the prison, 
who could influence five votes for 
any man or woman running for of- 
fice in Texas. The accused men who 
have influence get their cases con- 
tinued so they never get to prison. 

One of the most remarkable sources 
of opposition to my pardon record has 
come from the preachers of Texas. 

Men who make their living preach- 
ing about the forgiveness of the Savior 
on Sunday, on Monday morning have 
forgotten about their sermons and 
have gone right back into the po- 
litical game. 

A lot of this opposition may be laid 
to the door of my Ku Klux Klan 
enemies, 

It is a well-known fact that hun- 
dreds of tthe preachers of this .state 


were leading members of the hooded 
order during its heydey in Texas. Not 


only were they active members, but 
they allowed hooded and disguised 
men to walk ito their churches dur- 
ing services, and they publicly ac- 
cepted donations from the invisible 
empire. : 

Some of these men have led in the 
hue and cry against granting par- 
dons. They have forgotten that mercy 
“falls on the just and the unjust.” 
They know better, I am sure, but their 
actions only show the extent to which 
men will go when controlled by preju- 
dice rather than by reason and justice. 

Up in Dallas last summer two ne- 
groes were convicted of a_hor-ible 
crime. They were sentenced to be 
electrocuted in 30 days—and the exe- 
cution day fell on a Sunday. 

I extended the day of execution five 
days, so that the state would not be 
called on to turn the Sabbath day into 
a butcher’s day. 

What happened? 

This is what happened: My office 
was deluged with telegrams, telephone 
calls and letters, demanding that I 
revoke that extension on allow those 
negroes to be electrocuted on Sunday! 
I was condemned, threatened and ac- 
cused! And a large number of those 
messages came from ordained minis- 
ters of the gospel !

Dozens of the men I have pardoned 
since I took office are men who have 
served almost the maximum of their 
time, with clear records. They were 
promised by the law under which 
they were sentenced that they might 
look for an#ther chance, and I have 
given it to them. Yet my enemies 
publish their condemnation of me be- 
cause I am upholding that law! 

I have no maudlin sentiment about 
convicts. I know there are men in 
the penitentiary who have murdered 
cruelly, who have stolen cruelly, who 
have lived cruelly, who have sinned 
cruelly against society. Yet who am 


will not live right when they are 
given another chance? 


There are a few men who have 
abused their pardons, of course. Yet 
I point to the man who was 
known as the “worst man in the 
Texas penitentiary.’’ I pardoned him 
because I believed that he would go 
straight if he thought someone trusted 
him: he had no advocate, and I was 
heartily condemned for my belief. And 
he has repaid me with a fine record, 
a good job, steady work, an honest 
endeavor to justify my belief in him. 


My opponents have counted and 
published all my acts of executive 
clemency as full pardons.

Here is the truth: Since I have 
been governor of Texas, up to Decem- 
ber 5, I have granted 183 furloughs,

Brussels reports that Charlotte, em- 
press of Mexico, is dying. For half 
a century she has been one of the 
most pathetic figures in Europe's 
royal circles.

Jew King 
of.

The new Polish premier promises 
that the lot of the five million Jews 
in the republic will receive the con- 
stant attention of his government and 
that he will shortly introduce some 
new laws of a conciliatoty character. 
It is to be hoped these laws will have 
a more lasting effect than the de- 
crees of Saul Wahl, the Jew, who was 
once king of Poland, although only 
for the short period of sixteen hours. 
The way in which Wahl came to the 
throne forms a curious historical in- 
cident. He was a favorite among the 
nobles and when the king died he was 
present at the electoral session to- 
ward the middle of the seventeenth 
century to elect a new king. It was 
imperative at these electoral sessions 
that a valid decision be reached in 
one day. When the day came many 
opinions were found to prevail, which 
could not be reconciled. Loath to 
transgress their own rule, the nobles 
decided to make Wahl king for the 
night and continue their balloting on 
the next. He was duly proclaimed and 
as the king had a right to add any 
laws to the statute book, he set to 
work at once writing out new laws 
for the alleviation of the Jewish popu- 
lation. The next day he formally 
abdicated and a new ruler was chosen.

General Primo de _ Rivera has 
promised, for the third time in two 
years, that the military regime of 
which he is the head, will give way to 
a civilian government of which he 
also will remain the chief. This gov- 
ernment will in time be followed by 
another one to be elected by the peo- 
ple of Spain.

I am wearing the 
same light cotton undies I wear in 
the summer, and a negligee shirt, no 
necktie and a fine 24-hour assortment 
of. gorse. About the polar region of 
my coco thére is only a sparse vegeta- 
tion. No bones about it, I feel rather 
chilly. But the coal strike is still on 
and I had rather be chilly than truckle 
to the profiteers.

Out in Okla- 
homa Territ in 1890, lands in mil- 
lions of acres had, at sunrise on~ day,

Land values in and around Atlanta 
had no such exceptional boom, but 
they did experience the usual early and 
continuous enhancements attendant 
upon American city building.

Over a century ago, in 1821 
lands on a part of which Atlanta 
is built; were conveyed to the state of 
Georgia by the Creek uation. The 
treaty terms o” the-cession are not im- 
portant now, because none of them 
figure in the land titles of the present 
day. The object of the state was to 
extinguish the Indian titles, oust In- 
dian sovereignty, and push the abo- 
rigines into smaller reservations, so 
as to make settlements by white peo- 
ple more extensive and secure. 

To secure the population of. the 
ceded lands the state adopted the lot- 
tery system of distribution. The lands 
were surveyed into “land lots” of 
2024 acres each. The first of the lot- 
terics was drawn in 1825 and lot 78, | 
on which is the center of the city, 
ras won by a woman by the name of 
Jane Doss. She located on her al- 
lotment but the next year sold it to 
Mathew Henry for $50 cash in hand. 
Mr. Henry evidently took title to the 
land lot as a favor to the, lady, or as 
a speculative venture, as there is no 
record of any occupation or improve- 
ment of it by him. 

The Indians, notwithstanding their 
cession of ownership. still roamed over 
the region, and for half-a-dozen years 
after Hardy Ivy ventured in and built 
his cabin, the Indians were among his 
occasional visitors. 

As late as 1837, when Terminus was 
located, there were few requests for 
real estate investments, and in 1839, 
when Cousin John Thrasher moved in, 
a liberal store-house lot could be 
bought ‘for $10 to $20. 

Citizens of today can searcely credit 
the facts stated by Hanleiter in one 
of the earliest Atlanta directories. 
He records,.from the lips of reliable 
men who were residents here at the 
time, that when Atlanta was incorpor- 
ated as a city in 1847, “choice lots 
on Whitehall street. south of Hun- 
ter, were offered at fifty dollars; else- 
where, on same side of railroad, at 
from twenty-five to fifty dollars, on 
time.” One cannot fail to note the 
naivete and suggestion of those words 
“on time.” Cash evidently would have 
commanded more reasonable prices! 
Today, some of those mentioned White- 
hall street lots will easily bring as 
much per square foot as the whole lot 
scld for in ‘47. Ten years after that, 
the acre on the corner of which stands 
the Masonic Temple, was bought for 
$500 by E. Lawshe. for a home site. 

Among the authentic stories of 
early Atlanta is that of the dissolu- 
tion of a business firm of the city be- 
cause one of the partners became so 
reckless as to pay $15 for the corner 
lot, so long familiar as “Dodd’s Cor- 
ner” at the intersection of Alabama 
and . yor streets. 

The earliest “realtors” of the city, 
men who saw profit in subdividing 
larger units and selling business and 
residence lots, were Ami Williams,

Few details of the operations of Ami

business enterprises located. 


Richard Peters came to Atlanta 
with the advent of the Georgia rail- 
road, and for more than half a cen- 
tury was identified with every large 
step of the city’s advancement. Born 
in Philadelphia, in a family distin- 
guished in that city almost from its 
foundation, he had in his veins the 
blood of a knightly race whose noble 
escutcheon he was proud to inherit. 
The Peters coat-of-arms is emblazon- 
ed with pledges of faith and adventure. 
Richard Peters, early in his rel. tions 
with gee developed a faith in the 
growth ahd importance of the city that 
never afterwards left him, even when 
he looked upon the ruins and ashes 
to. which Sherman’s army reduced it. 


Above that dire wreckage, his clear 
vision caught the mirage of a modern 
and mightier city to come. And it 
came gloriously in his day and by his 
puissant help. Dying with honors at 
a ripe age, he left to the city children 
of his loins who are his worthy suc- 
cessors in every good and honorable 


service that he so signally petformed. 

He was a leading and liberal pro- 
moter of city improvements, of com- 
mercial conventions, of further rail- 
way connections, of agriculture and 
industrial expositions, and to him the 
city owes the inauguration and large- 
ly the expansion of the street rail- 
way system that now webs the mu- 
nicipality. 

It would be a grateful and grace- 
ful act by the people of Atlanta to dis- 
card from the city center the name 
“Five Pofnts” so redolent of the evil 
odors of New York’s former crime- 
center, and substitute for it the com- 
memorative title—“Peters Plaza.”

“The fruits of our labors are te- 
flected in the coming tax reduction 
measure,” the executive continued. “It 
reflects the results of the efforts of 
the servants of the people and of 
their representatives in behalf of the 
people. There have been no partisan 
politics in expediting its preparatic n. 
I hope this same condition will pre- 
vail in the consideration of the meas- 
ure.” 

Turning to the general budget, Mr. 
Coolidge said provision had been made 
for the maintenance of the army and 
navy at their present enlisted strength 
under the estimates submitted. He 
explained, however, that somewhat 
larger funds were proposed for the 
aviation services. to permit the pur- 
chase of new equipment as a meas- 
ure of replenishment, while accom- 
plishing at the same time a method 
ot keeping the country’s airplane in- 
dustry alive in peace-time. 

Road Aid Policy. 


The shipping board figures reflect- 
ed sharply the shrinkage of the af- 
fairs of that agency through sale of 
lines and other liquidation, while ex- 
pansion of the government’s road aid 
policy. was disclosed in the budget 
estimates granting an fracrease to the 
department of agriculture.

Air Industry. 


Competition between the govern- 
ment and the airplane industry is not 
contemplated, Mr. Coolidge said in 
referring further to the air trans- 
portation question. He felt that with 
the appropriations already made and 
the estimates carried in this budget, 
the industry, which he said should be 
kept alive for a national emergency, 
would. be assured of a@ normal and 
proper growth. 

Returning to the fiseal affairs c- 
the government, the president ex- 
pressed hope that further reduction 
in taxes now proposed would serve as 
a fresh stimulant to general business. 
He said he believed it would produce 
fresh tax sources and increase or at 
least maintain the governments reve- 
nue requirements without the higher 
tax levies of the present day. 

“The outlook for the coming fiscal 
year, 1927, is most favorable,’’ Mr. 
Coolidge continued. “For that year 


| it is estimated that the ordinary re- 
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ceipts will be $3,824,530,000 and ex- 
penditures $3,494,222,000. This in- 
dicates a surplus of $330,307,000. 

“The outlook for 1926 and 1927 
shows clearly that the wnited effort 
of the executive and legislative 
branches of the government for econ- 
omy in federal expenditures is bear- 
ing further fruit. In the last four 
fiscal years there have been two sub- 
stantial reductions in taxes. We have 
restored to the people a part of the 
moneys which we required of them 
to finance the world war. We are 
now in that favorable position of 
making further restoration. The bud- 
vet and accounting act contemplates 
that under the fortunate conditions 
which we now find ‘ourselves the chief 
executive will make recommendations 
to the congress as to the disposition 
of the estimated surplus of revenue. 
I therefore recommend to the congress 
that there be a further reduction in 
taxes. The satisfaction of the chief 
executive in having opportunity to 
make a recommendation I know is 
shared by the congress, whose cooper- 
ation with the chief executive in the 
conservation of public funds has made 
such reduction in taxes possible. 

Pleased at Tax Cut. 

“The ways and means committee 
of the house of representatives has 
been informed of our prospective sur- 
plus for 1927. ‘That committee has 
prepared a tax reduction measure. 
While this méasure somewhat exceeds 
my judgment in amount and in ex- 
emptions, yet with continuing pressure 
for economy in the federal service 
and the stimulation to business which 
will result from tax reduction, per- 
haps we can make further reductions 
in taxes of about the sum total of our 
prospective surplus for 1927 without 
jeopardizing the balancing of our an- 
nual budget.

“The fruits of our labors are re- 
flected in the coming tax reduction 
measure.

The president said he would send 
to congress later a request for funds 
to expand the coast guard as a part 
of his prohibition enforcement pro- 
gram. The plan will include construc- 
tion of 10 new cutters and a number 
of smaller craft, with complete per- 
sonnel and equipment. The cutters 
would serve in part in prohibition en- 
forcement. 


Federal road aid was discussed by 
the executive and he reminded con- 
gress that any further expansion of 
the nation’s commitments in that di- 
rection meant taking more money 
from the people through both federal 
and state taxes. He suggesfed that 
while no change could be made. in 
the government’s policy for the time 
being, he believed that later the fed- 
eral participation should be confined 
to construction of primary or inter- 
state highways. 

Mr. Coolidge adverted to the 
changed indications of receipts and 
expenditures which had been  esti- 
mated for the eurrent year and said 
that instead of refunds totaling $90.- 

,000 on taxes illegally collected, 

resent indications point to refunds of 
$51,000,000. 

The expenditures of the federal gov- 
ernment for the coming fiscal year 
were estimated by President Coolidge 
at $3,896,207,921, an increase of 
$160,083,326 over the outlay for the 
current year. 

Post Offices More Expensive. 

The bulk of the increase goes to 
the postal service, which is operating 
under a new schedule of wages and 
rafes, and to. the veterans’ bureau, 
to meet increasing requirements of 
the soldier bonus. The post off: : de- 
partment alone is alloted $103,808,148 
more than during the present ear. 
The veterans’ bureau gets an increase 
of $53,265,000. 

Allotments. for other agencies of the 
government show a number of lesser 
increases, balanced by about an equal 
number of decreases. 

Maintenance of the army and navy 
at their present aviation enlisted 
strength is contemplated under the 
estimates, but the aviation services 
are alloted somewhat larger funds for 
purchases of equipment. The shipping 
board’s expenditures show sharply the 
shrinkage of that agency through sales 


of lines, while ¢xpansion of the gov- 
ernment aid policy in building post 
roads accounts for additional money 
requirements for the department of 
agriculture. An estimate of $21,940.- 
529 for enforcement of prohibition is 
contained in the treasury allotment. 


“The increase in expected appro- 
priations for 1927 is thus shown to 
be $154,420,861, as compared with a 
budget bureau calculation of $160,- 
083,326. Payments on public debt 
retirement and interest are automatic 
and the appropriations made for those 
items failed to coincide exactly with 
the requirements, thus accounting for 
the difference on the basis of the 
treasury records.

Three million dollars would be added 
for navy pay, and $4,110,000 for avia- 
tion. The estimates contemplate con- 
tinuation of all present work,’ active 
operation of present yards and sta- 
tions and the laying down of three of 
the authorized eight scout cruisers. 
No material change was proposed for 
the marine corps:

According to Chairman Holder the 
state will have approximately $6,000,- 
000 for new construction this year, 
while on December 1, 1926, this in- 
come will be materially increased by 
the additional one cent of the gasoline 
money which will be available for this 
purpose at that time. 

Under various proposals for state- 
wide bend issues, the chairman said, 
it never has. been contemplated that 
the state should spend more than 
$10,000,000 annually and he pointed 
out that, including this additional 
cent revenue and the $2,750,000 for 
maintenance of roads and operation 
and equipment of the department, the 
annual revenue will amount, after 
1926, to about $9,000,000 per year. 

Chairman Holder also said that 
some of the counties which recently 
have authorized bond issues, will 
probably expend these ‘funds over 
a period of from five to seven years. 

He emphatically denied that the 
state would be forced to delay any 
road building project for any county 
because of lack of funds to match the 
county bond issue.

SPORT 


Athens, Ga.,~ December 9.—(@)— 
College baseball, the thorn in the 
hands of the southern conference ex- 
ecutive committee, is rapidly fading 
from the picture of major intercollegi- 
ate sports. This was the opinion of 
many who attended the annual ses- 


sions of the conference here last week 
and it has been indicated by transac- 
tions before every meeting since the 
creation of the southern athletic body. 

Eclipsed by football in popular pa- 
tronage, circumscribed annually by 
stricter rules to preserve the amateur 
status of the gam., and continually 
bled by its rivals for the purse of the 
fan, the greatly increased number of 
minor and semi-pro summer leagues, 
college baseball must create its own 
revival or lose its place in the confer- 
ence major bracket with football, bas- 
ketball and track. 

Rulings on the eligibility of base- 
ball players now occupy the larger 
portion of the conference executive 
committee’s time. It has been neces- 
sary to add to and amend the rules at 
nearly every session in order to fa- 
cilitate these rulings. The task has 
become irksome and most leaders have 
declared the issue arrived at the point 
where the sport must largely work out 
its own salvation. To this appar- 
ent impasse was ascribed the failure 
of the conference to debate summer 
baseball at this year’s session. Two 
new rules were adopted without com- 
ment, 

There are those in the conference 
who would eliminate baseball entirely 
ns a college sport. Such a proposal 
is still on the roster of the conference, 
having been laid on the tables at the 
New Orleans meeting last year. An- 
other proposal which lies on the table 
and may be lifted at any subsequent 
meeting is one that proposes to rec- 
ognize fotball, track and _ basketball 
as major sports and classify all other 
athletim games, including baseball, 
as minor sports.

I doubt if any man took more 
bumps on the head than I did. In 


one game Amos Rusie hit me in the 
head with his fast ball. Il was an- 
conscious for three days. Jouett 
Meekin hit me with a curve ball and 
broke my nose. In one year was 
hit 59 times with pitched balls. I 
became accustomed to it—as nearly 
accustomed, rather, as any ma‘a will 
ever become to being hit on the head 
by pitched: balls. 

This record has afforded the play- 
ers considerable amusement. re- 
member one time Long Tom Hughes, 
a pitcher for Washington, came over 
to the Detroit bench and began get- 
ting fresh with our players. I said 
to Hughes, “Come one, get out of 
here,” and Hughes answered. “What 
do you mean by telling me to get 
out? You haven't got an ounce of 
brains left. All that Rusie didn’t 
knock out of your head you left in 
the bottom of the swimming tank at 
Cornell.” 

Quit Major Leagues. 
In 1900 I was again with Brook- 
lyn, and we won the pennant once 
more. The next year I was a mem- 
ber of the Pifadelphia Nationals, 
managing and captaining that team. 
I had played first base for Brooklyn 
during the two years I was there and 
I continued at first for Philadelphia. 
An injury to my arm prevented me 
from playing short. At the end of 
two years in Philadelphia my «rm 
was about gone, and so I retired from 
the major league, returning to Balti- 
more, where I had a chance to man- 
age that team in the Eastern league. 

I was graduated from Cornell in 
June, 1904, and began practicing law 
with my brother in Scranton, Pa., 
during the off-season. 

I remained with Baltimore until 
the close of the 1906 season, when I 
was drafted by the Detroit club and 
made my debut in the American 
league in the spring of 1907. In 
Detroit I succeeded William Armour 
as manager of the club. There was 
some good playing talent, but the 
club had not plaved in the best of 
luck for several seasons. 

This luck turned in the year I join- 
ed the teams. We won a pennant in 
1907 in a stirring finish, and we won 
again the following year.

I do not think you are in- 
terested much in the details of what 
little I have accomplished, but I 
know that you are interested in hun- 
dreds of others that played baseball 
before I became identified with the 
organized sport and those who have 
appeared in the major leagues since 
I joined the Louisville club in 1891. 
In the chapters that follow I will 
write of these men—managers and 
players. I want to tell you ahout 
some of the stirring games I have 
witnessed and some of the freak plays. 
I want to tell you about the leading 
piayers at the various positions: and 
try to explain why they became fa- 
mous, ‘ 

I have been closely associated with 
major league baseball for 35 years 
and in that time I have seen many 
come and go. Some were unusual 
characters, fellows with outstanding 
oddities; some were great for one 
thing and some for another. I will, 
tell you about those I have seen and 
met, and what follows will be in the 
nature of observations and not auto- 
biography. In the next chapter 
shall name the leading batters—at 
least the men that were the leading 
b .tters in my opinion—and try to 
rank them. Also, in a later chapter 
I shall pick three teams that I be- 
lieve to be the best three of all time. 

I have participated in or witnessed 
more than 5,000 games. I have secn 
many great plays and many unusual 
ones.

ore than one letter has come to 
me asking about the first alphabet. 
The answer is not so simple as might 
expected. The alphabet which 
use can be traced through the 
‘ mans and (reeks, back to the 
» Bhoenicians. After that we find it 
' @if*icult to search out its history. 

We do know. however, that the 
ancient Egyptians used alphabets. 
These were made up of signs which 
g@*cod for certain sounds. ‘The sketch 
of a band stood for a “t” sound; the 
outline of a lion stood for an “]” 
sound. Some of the sound-signs of 
the Egyptians were used for letters, 
some for syllables. At different 
times, the number of signs in Egyp- 
tian alphabets changed. People also 
chan the ways in which they

wrote the signs. By trying to write 
swiftly they made very poor “pic- 
tures’”—but those same poor sketches 
came to be part of an easier and 
quicker form of writing. 

The Egyptians had several signs 
for the letter “a.” and more than one 
sign for some other letters which we 
use. The Egyptians gave the idea 
of an alphabet to the -vorld: and at 
least a few of their letters—much 
changed—have come down to us. 

The Phoenicians and the Jews ap- 
pear to have taken many of the Egyp- 
tian letters, and to have changed 
them a good deal. People on the 
island of Crete may also have had 
something to do with the changing. 

At last the Phoenicians were able 
to teach an alphabet to people they 
met on their travels. The goods 
which those sailors traded were not

With all that pic:ure- 
making, is it any wonder that the 
Egyptians tried to ‘write swiftly and 
lost track of the old forms of some of 
their picture signs? 


The Greeks, ingparticular, wanted 
to learn about the wonderful. sound- 
signs. They put them into use. The 
first letter they called “alpha,” the 
second “beta.” When spoken _to- 
gether, those letters were “alpha- 
beta”—and from that has come our 
word “alphabet.” 

The Greeks, on their part, changed 
some of the letters. At first they 
wrote from right to left; later they 
wrote from left to right, as we do. 

The Romans further altered the 
alphabet, and made their capital let- 
ters almost exactly as we -nake them. 
Their “I” stood: for “J” as well as 
for “I,” however; and their “VY” 
often stood for “DU” .or “W.” 


Q.—When was the first government 
coin minted in the United States, and 
where ?—Billy Mason, age 12. 

A.—The Pilgrims and other early 
colonists sometimes used’ wampum or 
tobacco as money. The earliest coins 
used were those minted in England. 
The Pine Tree shillings were the first 
important issue of coins in the 
colonies. They were minted in Mas- 
sachusetts in 1652, and thereafter. 
They. were called “Pine ‘Tree’ be- 
cause an image of a pine tree was 
commonly placed on one side The 
first United States mint was estab- 
lished at Philadelnohia in 1792.

NO INCOME TAX ON READING. 

Should children be forbidden to read 
what they choose or Should they be 
allowed to follow their inclinations? 
Will we have them read trash or force 
them to read only substantial books? 
Do we believe in these cut down “Told 
to Children” books or should they 
rend the book as it was originally 
written? Can children read a book 
with any profit when some of the 
ideas and many of the words pass over 
their heads? : 


“What is one man’s meat is an- 
other’s poison,” is the old saying and 
it applies to books as well as other 
things. No single rule can be laid 
down. Nor in fact any rules with 
reference to children’s reading. 

Whenever my mother caught me 
reading, as a boy, a paper covered 
book it was promptly burned with the 
remark, “I’ve told you never to read 
a dime novel.” To this day I have 
never reasoned out whether it was 
the dime or the novel to which she 
abjected. She never questioned E. P. 
Roe’s novel whose namby-pambyism 
I deyoured like molasses cookies. They 
had. cloth covers. 

Sundays I stole into the attie and 
read hair-raising tales of murder, re- 
venge, robbery, beautiful Zirls and 
dastardly villains, dark and hidden 
secrets and diabolical plots. Mary 
a night in accord with my favorite 
hair-standing story of “Murder at 
the Inn” I imagined my bed was be- 
ing lowered to the room below where, 
as at the inn, wholesale robbery and 
bloodshed would take place. And yet 
this story was my favorite. 

But Dickens, Scott, Cooper, Balzac, 
Tolstoi, Dumas, Hugo and other noted 
authors of that day soon claimed me.

offered straight fare. 


I pity the child who is not in- 
terested in any form of reading. I 
pity the home that has no books ex- 
cept a-mailing house catalog. I am 
sorry for the child that possesses no 
library card and for a home that has 
no interest in current events as daily 
discussed in a good newspaper. My 
heart goes out to the boy or girl 
who hears nothing at home but evil 
gossip, cheap scandal, bickering and 
dirty talk. . 

But such homes are few and when 
they do exist my list of books for 
children to read will never reach them, 
as members of such never read this 
daily column. Gladly will I send with- 
out cost beyond a_ self-addressed, 
stamped, return envelope, if you will 
address a letter to me, care of this 
newspaper, a list of 200 splendid 
books arranged by years for children 
between the ages of 5 and 16 years.

While the independent steel 
companies do not publish monthly un- 
filled order statements, Wall street 
knows from official sources that these 
companies are running at high speed 
to take care of business on hand and 
in sight. 

For the first week of December the 
steel mills as a whole continued oper- 
ations at the high rate of Novem- 
ber, the Iron Age reports today. How- 
ever, it is added that, with buyers 
now well ~, « s0 for the first quar- 
ter of 1926, there has during the last 
week been some slowing down in the 
volume of new orders ked, which 
is natural at this time of the year, 
with the inventory-taking period close 
at hand. 

The directors of Big Four met this 
morning and increased the annual 
dividend rate from 5 per cent to 7. 
Michigan Central, another New York 
Central line, declared an extra divi- 
dend of 7 1-2 per cent in addition 
to the regular semi-annual 10 per 
cent. The list of railroads and in- 
dustrials which today devlared extra 
dividends, or increased dividends, or 
made initial payments, was as large 
as the one of yesterday. In years of 
good business the two or three weeks 
just before Christmas usually see 
many dividend increases, representing 
distribution of satisfactory earnings 
for the 12 months.

APPLE PIES STEAD 
ON LARGER MARKETS 


Apples, potatoes and oranges com- 
peted closely for first place in volume 
of shipments in the fruit and vege- 
table markets during the first week 
of December, the weekly review of the 
United States department of agricnul- 
ture says today. Total shipments for 
each of these products were apprvxi- 
mately 2,400 cars. For the corre- 


sponding week last year there were. 


shipments of 4,000 cars of potatoes, 
3,000 of oranges, and 2,350 of appies. 


The southern cabbage season open- 
ed with two cars from Florida last 
week, the report says, and movement 
from the Peninsula state and frum 
south Texas should soon be active 
enough to offer competition with 
northern stock from storage. Cab- 
bage prices, it was reportcd, have ad- 
vanced sharply .and shipments have 
been heavier of late due to the betier 
prices. 

Potato prices are very irregular, 
according to the review. Some usd- 
vance occurred in a few cities but 
this was partially offset by declises 
in other sections. Michigan, Wis- 
consin and Minnesota were large ship- 


pers of potatoes, but many arrivals — 


showed damage from frost. 

Apples were about steady on all 
large markets, with western New 
York Baldwins advancing last week 
to $3.75 and $4 a barrel. 

Lettuce, celery and tomatoes have 
been rather scarce, due to a short 
crop in Florida, where it is report- 
ed that the “early sections” of the 
state have only about half of last 
year’s crop of lettuce and the Sanford 
section has not experienced favorable 
celery conditicns. Manatee county, 
expected to produce 3,000 acres of 
celery, it was said, may not have 
more than 300 acres. Tomato plant- 
ings 7a Florida likewise are much less 
than in 1924-25.

Almost from the outset corn showed 
independent strength. Many traders 
appeared to be giving sharp :ttention 
to indications that a huge amount of 
corn on farms would be held for 
higher prices. Meanwhile, today’s re- 
ceipts were less than had generally 
been looked for, and country offerings 
were small. Added to this situation 
was_a statement from one of the lead- 
ing commission firms here that recent 
action by the government in estab- 
lishing banks at interior Iowa poin:s 
would be apt to glow up the move- 
mentgof corn out of Iowa. 

Instead of an expected rush to sell 
corn, the statement said, the govern- 
ment’s action would serve to increase 
fseding operations that are assuming 
a larger scale daily. It was further 
asserted that export business is go- 
ing on every day both here and from 
other markets, and that Canadian dis- 
tillers are buying United States corn, 
whereas for the last three seasons 
they have been ruuning largely on 
Argentine corn. Before the market 
closed, Argentine corn was reported 
to be up 7 cents a bushel in the 
last 10 days, but this was afterwards 


-eorrected to read 5 cents. Oats sym- 


pathized with corn. 

Reports of rain in Argentina like- 
ly to bring about increased ¢rop dam- 
age had much to do with rallying the 
wheat market from an early setback. 
There were also reports that 1,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat in one of the 
elevators here is out of condition. and 
that cash demand for wheat had im- 
proved at Omaha, Kansas City and 
Minneapolis. 

Provision traders took their cue 
from the action of corn.

Using plate 
glass for the front and. back of the 
spacious display windows a view is 
given of the entire main floor. This 
not only attracts much attention, but 
also provides a pleasing background. 

On the main r every convenience 
has been provided for shoppers, m 
the selection of articles to the wide 
aisles between counters. An unusual- 
ly large amount of floor space bas 
been taken in the aisles to keep shop- 
pers from being crowded. 

On entering the front doors one not 
only is given a view of the entire main 
floor, but also of a large part of the 
basement through a special arrange- 
ment of the front stairway. An extra 
large opening has been provided for 
the stairway, which is of brown mar- 
ble.

Trimmings Costly. 


Little space is taken by the two 
rows of white columns, which are of 
Corinthian design, and lead from the 
front to the rear of the store.

The basement will be 
aired through a special system which 
will change the air every’ three 
minutes.

It is said by 
officials that this department will be 
the best of any of its kind in the 
country. * 

In order to accommodate customers 
on the epening day in the best pos- 
sible manner six men from the New 
York office headquarters wil] be 
brought here. Managers from stores 
over the entire state and several 
neighboring states will be in the store 
to assist in handling the huge crowd 
which is expected. Two days prior 
to the opening the 300 sales girls were 
given special training in their indi- 
vidual work. 

A large line of stock will be carried 
in the basement in addition to the 
sheet mn isic and luncheonette. Among 
the various articles will be toys, radio 
and electrical goods, candles and 
favors.

Dr. Mell opened his address with a 
severe arraignment of the discussion 
of evolution, declaring that this heated 
discussion would, if persisted in, carry 
the denomination on the rocks and 
wreck the whole thing. He paid his 
respects to the Southern Baptist con- 
vention by declaring that this body 
started the whole discussion by the 
adoption of a statement of faith at 
Memphis last May.
